WANT UNLIMITED BATTERY? TURN TO YOUR 
WI-FI CONNECTION. 

Wireless connectivity has been known to drain 
your mobile phone's juice, and so researchers 
from the University of Washington sought and 
developed a new system that can recharge 
batteries right within a Wi-Fi system. 
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Using a router, which serves as an access 
point that pairs with custom-built sensors, 
you can now charge batteries up to 28 
feet away. The sensors harvest the radio 
frequency (RF) power and convert it into 
DC power. This turns your router into an 
instant charger! 

Don’t worry about experiencing slower 
Wi-Fi connection. The researchers claim 
this process won’t interfere with your 
internet speed because the technology 
splits the Wi-Fi channels into three non- 
overlapping sections, contrary to using 
up a whole channel. At least six homes 
in Seattle, Oregon, are already using 
this system. 

Before you end up throwing away 
your mobile device’s charging cables, 
know that charging a phone may still 
require too much energy beyond the 
system’s current capability. So far, 
the device has successfully charged 
temperature sensors, a small camera, 
and rechargeable batteries.

At 300 feet in Length and 
1 ,340,000 cubic feet in 
volume, the massive 
Airlander 10 is 25 percent 
bigger than a Boeing 747.

What makes the Airlander 10 hyper-efficient is the absence of a standard framework, which 
may add significant weight to the structure. Instead, the aircraft holds its shape thanks to 
its Vectran-made body, plus stabilized pressure of helium inside the hull. Vectran is claimed 
to be 1 0 times stronger than aluminum and consists of a high-performance multifilament 
yarn spun from liquid crystal polymer. It’s also reinforced with carbon composites to help 
keep it sturdy yet aerodynamic. 

According to its UK-based creator Hybrid Air Vehicles (HAV), the Airlander 1 0 can transport 
up to 1 0 tons for 1 ,500 miles, and can be used both for military and commercial purposes. 

It only uses a fifth of the fuel standard airplanes use, making it a lower-cost air travel 
alternative.

Lovingly named Flike, this flying trike is more of a 
hovering tripod, described as a “coaxial, Y6-layout 
tricopter,” since it has six rotors evenly grouped and 
distributed around the circular pilot’s seat. From there, 
the pilot can control each of the rotors’ speed to make 
the craft hover, drift, spin, roll, and perform other 
functions that a helicopter does. It was developed last 
year by engineers and flight enthusiasts working for 
Hungarian non-profit Bay Zoltan, and took a total of nine 
months to create a flying prototype. 

The Flike runs on lithium-polymer batteries and 
produces zero emission. It can also cruise for 30 minutes 
or hover for 15 minutes. Driving it is said to be just as 
easy as riding a bike, so if it gets past the prototype 
phase, you can channel your inner Jedi hovering through 
the countryside.

Daniele Querica and her team 
at the University of Cambridge 
developed a system of collecting 
aroma-based data taken from 
several areas across cities 
and towns— from sewers to 
streets, to marketplaces, parks, 
and restaurants. This system 
automatically generates online 
maps based on the places’ unique 
scent combinations, so you can 
choose which places you’d like 
to take a whiff of, hence the 
name smellfie.’ 

With the help of artist and 
designer Kate McLean, Querica 
created a smell dictionary that 
lists 285 smells garnered from 
the city, which include garbage 


dumps, manholes, zoos, and park 
benches. These, combined with 
thousands of geo-referenced tags 
and tweets, are used to create the 
city’s smellscape. 

So when you post geotagged 
photos of smell-mapped places 
like Barcelona and London on 
Instagram, Twitter, or Flickr, you’ll 
be able to identify hot spots by 
their respective concentration of 
aromas. This is especially useful 
for would-be travelers, and helpful 
to urban planners for managing 
pollution and air quality. 

The team will also launch Smelly 
Maps soon to help future visitors 
plan their smellscapade.

The 
drone has cameras pointed 
in all directions, feeding 
images depending on how 
you move your head. 


So far, Hlavacs has only tested his drone tourism system locally. He plans to make the 
software work over long distances. 


Although this new viable form of tourism sounds exciting— especially for people who can’t 
afford to travel and people with disabilities— it’s still in the works, and Hlavacs and his team 
still need to address some safety and moral issues before drone tourism kicks off. 
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We’re not talking about some promo scam, folks. 

In case you haven’t heard, China has unveiled an ATM 
with facial recognition technology. With this feature, 
China hopes to reduce crime and money swindling 
perpetuated by password theft. 

Developed byTsinghua University in Beijing, in 
partnership with Hangzhou-based security company 
Tzekwan Technology, the cash machine has passed 
government certification and will soon be available 
on the market. 

The ATM works by mapping facial data and matching 
it against an ID database. According to its developers, 
the ATM can identify individuals even if facial features 
have changed.

Scientists are currently 
decoding the most 
powerful tool in existence 
to explore the possibility 
of working devices without 
lifting a finger. By placing a 
neuro-prosthetic device in 
a region of the brain where 
intentions are made, 
researchers at California 
Institute of Technology 
were able to make a 
paralyzed man control his 
robot arm by simply by 
thinking about it. 

Paralyzed from the neck 
down, Erik Sorto is now 
able to move a prosthetic 
arm with unprecedented 
fluidity, using recorded 
activity in his posterior 
parietal cortex, that part 
of the brain used to plan 
movements. 

“These developments give 
us a glimpse of an exciting 
future where devices will 
understand our intentions 
as a means of adapting to our plans,” says 
Pedro Lopes, one of the scientists from the 
human-computer interaction lab at Hasso 
Plattner Institute in Potsdam, Germany. 





SELF-COOLING ROOF

Dr. Angus Gentle and Professor Geoff Smith have 
developed a roofing material that can keep roofs cooler 
than the surrounding air, letting you save on energy cost 
while keeping you cool. 


Called a coated polymer stack, the 
new roofing material is made of 
commercially available polyesters 
and a silver layer. Both materials 
can help diminish the heating of 
roofs that can rise in temperature 
to as much as 12°C. It absorbs only 
about three percent of sunlight, 
all while radiating heat at infrared 
wavelengths. The coated polymer 
stack has been tested and has 
stayed 1 1 degrees cooler than a 
high-tech white roof.

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Enter the EO Smart 
Connecting Car 2, an 
automobile that can reduce 
its own physical size on 
demand to accommodate 
even the sparsest of 
parking slots. 

The second iteration of 
the EO smart car from the 
German DFKI Robotics 
Innovation Center, the EO 2 
utilizes clever engineering 
and smart software to 
allow its wheels to rotate at 
virtually any angle, making 
parallel parking and even 
U-turning simple and 
effortless. You can even 
turn 360 degrees on the 
same spot without exiting 
your physical coverage. 

The same tech lets the EO 
2 adjust its cabin angle 
and elevation to effectively 
reduce its length by as 
much as 31 inches, which 
is even more impressive 
given that this smart 
car already has a small 
footprint. The EO 2 can hit 
speeds of 65kph for as far 
as 50 to 70 kilometers on a 
single battery charge. 

The EO 2 is but a part of 
DFKI’s Electric Mobility 
research, where they 
test concepts for electric 
vehicles and battery 
charging technologies that 
are environmentally sound 
and intelligent enough 
to handle the developing 
urban landscape. DFKI 
aims to build a foundation 
for new business models 
and traffic concepts that 
would cater specifically 
to city roads and layouts, 
based on the data collected 
from the EO 2 and the rest 
of their E-Mobility fleet of 
concept vehicles. 
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Because of its great potential, a team led by professor Youngsheng Chen at 
China’s Nankai University studied the material and has found a way to use it 
as a source of power for propelling space shuttles. 

Chen and his team found that a graphene sponge-fused, crumpled sheets of 
graphene oxide-can absorb laser light energy and build up electron charges 
that can be released to generate propulsion force. By their estimates, this 
direct light propulsion rivals the strength of current solar sail technology, 
with the bigger benefit for light spacecraft that makes use of this material 
to generate lift-off without the need for fuel. 


GRAPHENE IS INDEED A WONDER MATERIAL ASIDE FROM BEING STRONGER THAN 
DIAMOND AND 20 TIMES STRONGER THAN STEEL BY WEIGHT, IT IS ALSO A MILLION 
TIMES THINNER THAN PAPER AND IS A HIGHLY EFFICIENT CONDUCTOR OF HEAT 
AND ELECTRICITY. 


But while the idea is certainly beneficial, it needs 
further testing as the energy transfer from the electrons 
needs to be controlled; otherwise, the graphene sponge 
could suffer damage from the positive electron charge 
build-up itself.

ICT students Waheed 
Rafiq, Steve Adigbo, and 
Richard Hewlett have a 
solution: XploR, a smart 
cane capable of being 
the ultimate mobile 
accessibility tool for the 
vision-impaired. 


The XploR cane utilizes an 
embedded 270-degree lens 
camera and GPS with facial 

recognition software that cross-references an internal photo database and online services 
with facial captures up to 10 meters away. If it detects a match, the XploR feeds the name 
and location to the user via a Bluetooth-connected bone-conduction earpiece. 


Another feature of the XploR includes using the GPS for signaling turn directions and 
alerting the user of oncoming obstacles— no more cane-tapping every couple of feet. 


The team hopes to add more features in the future to augment the XploR’s focus on keeping 
blind navigators socially connected to their friends and family wherever they may be.

This burgeoning field allows manufacturers 
to imprint their original goods with their 
custom DNA tag (the barcode can be in 
the form of a spray solution or even a 
hardcoded chip) that can be identified when 
analyzed using specialized equipment. 
Naturally, counterfeit goods would either 
have a different DNA tag or none at all, 
making molecular barcodes a highly 
effective anti-counterfeiting tool. 

The problem, however, is that molecular 
barcodes aren’t easy to create, as DNA 
strands are grown and encoded in 
specialized equipment. 

French scientists from Institut Charles 
Sadron and Aix-Marseille Universite may 
have found a potentially simpler alternative 
in barcodes built with synthetic polymers 
instead of DNA. Due to their simpler 
construction, synthetic polymers can 
make use of standard lab equipment and 
are easier to construct than DNA strands. 
However, for this to take off, security 
integrity has to be tested against the solid 
foundation of DNA barcodes. 
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WHO SAYS ONLY GIANT PINWHEELS 
CAN HARNESS WIND ENERGY? 


Through some physics manipulation, 
Spanish startup Vortex Bladeless has 
developed wind turbines that can generate 
electricity without the help of giant airfoils. 


The Vortex is a bladeless wind turbine 
that uses the natural aerodynamic effect 
most architects and designers fear for 
their structures: vorticity. This air rotation 
is the core feature of the Vortex, allowing 
the tube-like turbine to harness wind 
power. When wind blows past the Vortex, 
whirlwinds are created, causing the turbine 
to oscillate. This kinetic energy is then 
used to power an alternator and converts 
the motion into usable electricity. 


Vortex Bladeless’ founders David Suriol, 

David Yanez, and Raul Martin saw the potential 
in harnessing the dangerous kind of wind. 

"Why don’t we try to use this energy, not avoid 
it,’’ said Suriol. Vortex Bladeless has already raised $1 million 
from private capital and government funding in Spain, and 
recently started a crowdfunding campaign on Indiegogo. They 
hope to gain more support in the United States. 


The prototype of the Vortex bladeless turbines are fashioned 
out of composites of fiberglass and carbon fiber, and equipped 
with two rings of repelling magnets at the base, which act as a 
non-electrical motor. 

The 41 -foot tall Vortex Mini is said to be able to capture 
around 40 percent of the wind’s power. While field tests show 
that the Mini can capture 30 percent less than conventional 
wind turbines, the company boasts that the Vortex is cheaper 
to manufacture and maintain than their bigger, less bird- 
friendly counterparts.

POWER BANKS MAY BECOME A THING 
OF THE PAST IF QINGWEN LI'S NEW 
PROJECT BECOMES A SUCCESS. 

Together with his colleagues, Li of the 
Chinese Academy of Sciences in Suzhou 
are working on a new type of solar cell 
made of a mineral called perovskite. Flat 
sheets made with this material can convert 
20 percent of the energy in sunlight into 
electricity. Not big, yes, but then consider 
the fact that these flat sheets are 400 times 
thinner than the conventional silicon cells. 

To make these solar cells weavable, Li 
and his team coated carbon nanotubes 
in several layers of material. Once they 
become “threads” and woven into cloth, 
the fiber is able to convert up to 3 percent 
of the sunlight hitting it into electricity. 
While it isn’t much, especially when 
compared with what the flat sheets can 
offer, Li says there’s room for improvement. 

The promise of being able to wear your 
chargers is still a long way down the road, 
however, as these perovskite-infused 
clothes still have to undergo more tests, 
especially dealing with natural conditions 
such as the weather and body moisture 
like sweat.

The Light Phone is perfect for moments when you have your hands full or can’t 
have a big, bulky phone weighing you down, like while jogging or commuting. 
The best news of all? It simplifies your life when you mostly want to disconnect. 


French cosmetics firm L’Oreal is partnering with San 
Diego-based bio-engineering startup Organovo to enable 
the former to test their cosmetic products on 3D-printed 
human skin. 

How does it work? Scientists collect human cells from 
various companies then turn them into a “bio-ink” 
through a proprietary technology. This “bio-ink” is then 
fed into a 3D printer, producing cells that will be kept in 
a temperature-controlled environment so they can form 
a mass of tissue. 

L’Oreal started a human skin factory way back in the 
’80s, where they would grow skin cells donated by 
surgery patients. Organovo, on the other hand, broke new 
ground when they created a 3D-printed liver system. 

L’Oreal hopes that with Organavo’s fast and automated 
process, they will be able to produce as much skin as it 
needs for product testing.

Today, we're 
slowly going back to nature and going organic once again. 
In fact, even electronics are going green with wood-based 
computer chips. 

A group of researchers at the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison and the U.S. Department of Agriculture, with 
the help of China’s School of Electronic Engineering and 
University of Electronic Science and Technology in Chengdu, 
is currently developing an alternative to the petroleum- 
based substrate used in semiconductor manufacturing. 

The green substitute: cellulose fibers from wood pulp. 

Called cellulose nanofibril (CNF), the wood-based 
alternative is biodegradable, non-toxic, flexible, 
and stronger than substrate. Researchers added a bio- 
based epoxy coating to the CNF to smoothen it and keep 
it from expanding or contracting by taking on or releasing 



moisture. CNF is also 
better at resisting heat- 
induced expansion 
compared to its polymer 
counterparts. 

This eco-friendly solution 
may be the answer to 
non-biodegradable 
e-waste that is plaguing 
the planet. In 2007 alone, 
over 260,000 mobile 
phones were disposed 
of and none of them are 
decomposable. And with 
the rapid advancements 
in technology and new 
models and upgrades 
constantly being 
introduced in the electronic 
industry, the problem of 
non-biodegradable e-trash 
is mounting. 

With CNF, the problem 
of electronic waste 
pollution may soon be 
alleviated. "Now the 
chips are so safe you can 
put them in the forest 
and fungus will degrade 
it,” claims Professor 
Zhenqiang Ma, one of 
the researchers from 
University of Wisconsin- 
Madison. "They become as 
safe as fertilizer.”

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The folks over at KiteGen Italy have been working on wind-harnessing giant kites 
for more than a decade now, starting in 2003, with a dream of one day being able 
to gather energy from high-altitude jet stream winds. These winds, if properly 
harnessed, could help displace dirty fossil fuel energy sources, and therefore lower 
emissions of global warming pollutants. 

To transform kinetic energy into electricity, KiteGen developed an energy converting 
system called “dynamos.” The kites, on the other hand, are driven by a control 
system that uses the information transmitted from avionic sensors installed on the 
kite to carefully adjust the kite wing to the optimum angle.

MARKET IS NOW A 
TWO-HORSE RACE 



Recent 

news that Microsoft 
has written off its 
$7.2 billion acquisition of 
Nokia and let go of almost 
8,000 workers from their 
mobile phone division 
is a clear sign that the 
Redmond-based company 
plans to reduce focus 
on manufacturing 
mobile phones. 

With a measly 2.7 percent 
global market share and 
no exciting new hero or 


flagship models to entice switchers from 
rival platforms, it looks certain that the 
Windows Phone is being slowly choked 
to death. 


With these clear indicators of 
abandonment by Microsoft, plus lack of 
support from OEMs like Samsung, LG, 

HTC, and others who used to make 
Windows Phones, it's no wonder that 
developers aren't interested in wasting 
their time on a moribund and soon to be 
extinct mobile platform. 

An even smaller player, BlackBerry, has 
dwindled to an abysmal 0.5 percent global 
market share. The once proud Canadian 
smartphone behemoth's CEO John Chen 
has been flirting with Samsung as a

collaborator. Reports point to an Android- 
powered BlackBerry coming very soon. 
Early renders have shown something that 
looks like a cross between a Samsung 
Galaxy S6 edge and a BlackBerry Torch. 

To top it all, BlackBerry recently reserved 
AndroidSecured.com and AndroidSecured.net 
domains in early July, indicating that it has 
some interest in Android applications. 

I think we can safely and accurately 
assume that the smartphone market 
is now a two-horse race with Google's 
Android at the lead and Apple's iCS 
following closely behind. It's 2015 now 
and things have gotten much bigger for 
smartphone platforms. 

It's not just about hardware and design 
anymore. Heck, it's not even about 
software and apps, since iCS and Android 
are pretty much equal in terms of apps and 
games with many first-tier applications 
made available to both platforms. 

It's about ecosystems now. From wearable 
devices, home and car automation 
and connectivity, health tracking and 
monitoring, all the way to music and movie 
services, set-top boxes, and beyond. 

Smartphone platforms need to be solid 
and reliable on their own, but they're 
essentially a well that funnels features 
and connectivity into more expansive and 
forward-thinking ecosystems that serve 
the dual purpose of maintaining user 
loyalty and creating new partnerships and 
revenue streams. 

Seeing how Apple and Google are filling up 
all these ecosystems as extensions of their 
GS and hardware tells me that any other 
platform will have a next to impossible 
time catching up to the two . 

Is there still hope for Microsoft and 
BlackBerry? They can still survive on 
the merits of their strengths. Microsoft 
is promising that Windows 10 will run 
across devices, and with the Gontinuum 
feature, which allows a smartphone to 
work like a desktop when connected to an 
external keyboard, mouse and monitor, 
could become a pocket PG that could be 
valuable to certain users. 

BlackBerry, on the other hand, has 
released a staggering amount of new 
handsets in the past eight months and still 
resonates with a small number of users. 
However, market share is disappearing— 
and fast. It doesn't seem to make sense 
for them to continue catering to such as 
limited user base.^

The new Mitsubishi Strada is a pickup that continues the series' tradition 

of having a compact body. The strong and efficient 4D56 diesel engine has been in service 
for a long time and is still present in the new model. 


The passenger rear doors are now 
longer, and the pickup bed is stretched 
after the rear wheels. What is not easily 
seen is the deeper bed, which now boasts 
of 475mm depth from the top edge 
of the bed rails. The increase in body 
size though is not that big. Mitsubishi 
maintained the compact size to make the 
Strada maneuverable and fuel efficient.

The engine of the Strada is the tried and 
true 4D56, which is already present in 
the Montero. The 2.5L engine is reliable 
and produces an impressive amount of 
torque. However, it also produces more 
engine intake noise than others and is 
noticeable when you push it hard. 


The ride was 
different from what I 
have associated with 
a pickup: it was firm 
but compliant. I did 
not expect it from 
a leaf sprung rear 
end. The wheels and 
tires provided good 
grip and had a hint 
of understeer when I 
pushed the vehicle. 



I SPEED SAYS 


The new Mitsubishi Strada 
might look smaller than 
other pickups, but it 
excels in cabin space, 
it offers good handling, 
a small turning radius, 
and all the good things 
brought about by a 
smaller package running 
a Limited Slip Differential. 
An aggressive-looking 
body kit would make it 
look even better. This 
Strada variant gave me a 
smile during my trip. 


The lighter body made for shorter 
braking distance, better handling, 
and good acceleration. Another big 
advantage of the Strada compared 
with its competitors is the Limited 
Slip Differential employed in the rear 
differential. The Strada just begs you to 
go for turns with extra traction produced 
by the LSD. This was well-displayed 
when I went up the roads of Banaue 
despite strong rains at different parts of 

my trip. 


There is some turbo lag when I stepped on the pedal 
after shifting to second gear. It was partly due to the 
gear ratios, which manifested a big drop from first to 
second. Nonetheless, the transmission was very positive 
in engaging gears and didn’t have any problem with its 
synchronizers. The clutch was not hard to depress and 
was good for heavy traffic conditions, but it was adjusted 
quite high. This could lead to early degradation, causing 
it to slip in heavily loaded conditions. 


I The interior is quite roomy. 
The rear seats didn’t feel 


too upright and offered good 
leg room. The back passengers 
can now put their drinks in the 
center fold down console, which 
is quite convenient and unique. 


which warned me of a deflating 
rear left tire. I managed to get 
to a tire shop before losing all 
air in the tire.

Storage has always been the 
Achilles' heel of iOS devices. 
A 32 or 64GB internal memory 
may seem enough at first, 
but you'll soon know it's not, 
especially if you constantly 
take photos or videos and 
download apps, music, 
or movies on your device.

The first time I connected 
the iBridge to my iPhone,

Moving files from my iPhone to the Laptop bypasses the iTunes app.

What I found most convenient with the iBridge was that it allowed me 
to watch videos white traveling. The iBridge app played compatible 
external video files from the drive with its built-in video viewer, but you 
can also open the video files via other apps.

The F300 is a relatively inexpensive 
dash cam, especially coming from a 
big brand like HP. Surprisingly, it’s 
a good enough in-car recorder for 
the price. 

Inside the box are the following: 
F300 unit, USB cable, suction cup 
mount, and car adapter. There’s no 
microSD card in the box or even an 
optional adhesive mount. 

Installation is easy; you just need 
to attach the bracket to the device 
and position the suction cup on 
the windshield. However, this type 
of mount can be tricky as poor 
installation can result in shaky 
videos. 

Like the two other dash cams 
in this review, the F300 comes 
with a motion detector, which 
automatically starts recording when 
object movement is detected. On 
the other hand, when the Collision 
Detection function is enabled, the 
DVR automatically triggers the 
emergency recording feature. 


A unique feature offered by the 
F300 is the Driver Fatigue Alert 
function. Enabling this will trigger 
the device to sound an audible tone 
after it detects that you’ve been 
driving for an hour. The camcorder 
will again remind you after each 
additional 30-minute interval. On a 
two-hour drive home— no thanks to 
a monstrous traffic jam— the F300 
beeped several times to let me know 
I’ve been on the road for more than 
an hour. I didn’t need the reminder, 
thank you. This feature may be good 
for long drives to the countryside 
(you need to take a break every 
so often), but in city driving, 
this function doesn’t make too 
much sense. 

Video quality in daylight is great, 
while nighttime recording is also 
good. HP uses WDR (wide dynamic 
range) in this camera, which 
enhances performance in low 
light conditions.

Garmin’s GDR45 dash 
cam not only captures 
what your windshield 
sees, it also serves as 
a data recorder with all 
the bells and whistles 
of GPS technology. That 
means coordinates, 
speed, direction, 
and other information 
are also recorded by 
the DVR, and these are 
overlayed on the video. 
Fancy, you say? Well, did 
you expect nothing less 
from arguably the leading 
worldwide provider 
of navigation? 

Included in the box of the 
GDR45 are the driving 
recorder, adhesive car 
mount, a replacement 
adhesive pad (how 
thoughtful), and a car 
charger. Sadly, shelling 
out P15,000 for this 
Garmin won’t get you 
a microSD card in the 
package. 

Of the three dash cams 
reviewed for this group 
test, the GDR45 feels the 
most robust. Adjusting 
the settings via the LCD 
is easy and intuitive 
with the just-right-size 
buttons. It’s also easy to 
mount on the windshield; 
the adhesive makes 
sure the device stays 


The GDR45’s shock 
sensor is highly sensitive 
even at normal setting, 
so expect the device to 
go off a lot while driving 
through pothole-ridden 
roads. You can adjust the 
sensitivity level to low, 
but that would defeat the 
purpose. 

One of the highlights 
of the GDR45 is its 
front collision warning 
system (FCWS). This 
tech, which is present 
in some high-end cars, 
works by gathering speed 
information using GPS 
satellites. FCWS detects 
your distance from the 
car in front of you and 
alerts you when you get 
too close. 

The GDR45 can be 
connected directly to your 
car battery so you can use 
the Parking Recording 
feature. This mode 
records up to 10 seconds 
before an accident and 
up to 20 seconds after 
movement is detected. 

Using Garmin’s 
proprietary software 
allows you to check data 
such as coordinates, 
time, and speed, which 
should prove useful in 
case you get wrongly

The FXD700 is a bit of an old 
model— it was launched at the 
2013 Consumer Electronics Show— 
but its specs are still decent by 
today’s standards: 3-axis G-sensor, 
GPS, shock and motion sensors, 
and several input/output ports. 
Unlike the two other dash cams 
reviewed, though, this one doesn’t 
come with an LCD. 

Out of the box, you get the dash 
cam unit, mount, power cable, 16GB 
microSD card with adaptor, and 
three cable holders. A secondary 
rearview camera and car adapter 
are available as optional purchases. 

The FXD700 can be mounted to your 
vehicle’s windshield via adhesive 
attached to the quick release slider 
mount. Power is either through the 
provided power cable wire or an 
optional cigarette lighter adapter. 

If you hardwire the device directly 
to your car battery, you’ll be able 
to use the Parking Mode feature, 
which records events even when 
the engine is off. With Parking Mode 
enabled, the dash cam automatically 
records a 20-second video— 10 
seconds before and 10 seconds 
after— when it detects motion or 
impact. To make sure it doesn’t 


drain your car’s battery, you need 
to adjust the auto shut off voltage 
setting at 12.2V or more. 

Since there is no LCD, configuration 
is done via the PC Viewer software. 
You can adjust settings such as 
impact and motion sensitivity, 
video resolution and quality, 
brightness, audio recording, and 
the aforementioned safety voltage; 
these are saved to the memory card. 
Using the software also lets you 
view your clips along with GPS data 
and a map. Sadly, the software is 
compatible only with Windows OS. 
Sorry, Mac users. 

Like the Garmin GDR45, this dash 
cam’s impact sensor is a bit too 
sensitive; setting it at 5 (out of 
10) triggers the device to record 
clips, even if you’re just going over 
potholes. You can just imagine how 
many times the sensor will go off 
if you pass through EDSA. Still, 

I recommend you take this over 
a low sensitivity level because 
you never know when you might 
actually need the device to record 
unfortunate events.

HEROES OF THE STORM

Disclosure: I do not have much experience 
playing MOBA (Multiplayer Online Battle Arena) 
games. Tve certainly tried the more popular 
ones on recommendation such as Valve's Dota 2 
and Riot Games' League of Legends, but they 
weren't able to keep my attention for lonp. 

Either I found the menus too complicated, or the online 
experience wanting. 

Surprisingly, with Blizzard’s Heroes of the Storm, this wasn’t the case at all. 
The game offers a highly accessible MOBA experience that I could sink my 
teeth into without much complication. 

BORN TO BATTLE 

For the unaware, the traditional MOBA formula consists of pitting teams 
of player-controlled champions against each other, killing minions (and each 
other) to level and destroy the opposing team’s fortifications and defenses in 
pursuit of eradicating their Nexus (essentially the heart of a team’s 
home base). 

In that regard. Heroes of the Storm (or HotS for short) is no different from any 
other MOBA game on the market, making it overly familiar for genre veterans. 
But this isn’t an entirely bad thing. The low learning curve means that 
practically everyone can get into HotS without much barrier to entry. This is 
evidenced greatly by the opening tutorial, a procedural (if lengthy) introduction 
that I found great for beginners like myself, and most likely a decent refresher 
for others.

LET ME AT 'EM 

One element in other MOBAs I found problematic is 
character management. 



It’s not an issue with quantity; Data 2, for example, has 
dozens of available champions with various play types 
to pick from— meaning, you’re definitely spoiled for 
choice. It has more to do with the high level of hero 
customization in and out of matches, with the complex 
upgrade paths and breadth of equipment options 
becoming more stressful than complementary. 

With Hots, it’s a more elementary exercise. The level- 
up choices between powers and abilities are limited yet 
significant. The focus is more on the action itself, which 
may not be to the liking of deep strategy and simulation 
buffs, but a delight for action-oriented types. 

WHEN WORLDS COLLIDE 

Not that the roster of heroes lacks any strategy to 
them. There is a wide variance to the character types— 
from melee, to ranged baselines, and differing roles 
like specialist, support, and assassin (to name a few), 
requiring one to play differently depending on 
their selection. 

For instance, Zagara, the Zerg Broodmother from 
Starcraft, is a ranged specialist who can learn to create 
a Nydus tunnel network with its Creep Tumor ability, 
letting you warp between points on the map. Meanwhile, 
Warcraft’s Traitor King Anub-arak is a melee warrior 
with a unique Burrow Charge ability that lets him travel 
underground beneath walls and without getting hit. 

Each champion plays very differently even if they’re of a 
similar class and role, and encourages trial and error to 
master them. 


If you haven’t noticed yet, HotS also boasts a unique 
roster, collecting the titular and pivotal characters from 
other popular Blizzard senes— Warcraft, Diablo, and 
Sfarcraff— alongside some bonus extras. If you’re a fan 



of these games, then HotS will definitely 
be to your liking. If not, at least you can 
expect your champions to be a bit more 
differentiated from the usual archetypes. 

DIVIDE AND CONQUER 

The maps also have some distinction 
to them. Admittedly, they do retread 
similar ground (such as bribing/beating 
neutral enemies into joining your side), 
but livening up the proceedings are 
some unique stage mechanics requiring 
different strategies to accomplish. 

In Blackheart’s Bay, for instance, players 
can collect doubloons to pay off the 
eponymous Captain Blackheart into 
firing cannon artillery at the enemy’s 
defenses. Then in Dragon Shire, players 
can capture shrines that allow one 
champion to reincarnate as the Dragon 
Knight, a monstrous warrior that can 
level forts and buildings with ease. 
Learning how to maximize and utilize the 
unique mechanic of each map is not only 
enjoyable but also critical to victory as it 
can easily turn the tables in matches. 

ALL ABOUT THE BENJAMINS 

If there’s one downside to HotS that may 
just turn off players, it would be how it 
handles in-game purchases amid its 
free-to-play status. Yes, the game is 
free. But to keep it free, the roster is 
technically locked down, with but a small 
selection available to choose from that 
rotates between random sets every so 
often. It’s not that bad at first, but if your 
favorites aren’t on the current rotation, 
then you’re out of luck. Either you pay up 
in in-game gold (which is really slow to 
earn) or pony up some real money. Also, 
not everything can be unlocked with gold; 
some add-ons such as skins or mounts 
need to be purchased with cold cash. 

Even worse is how the game locks out 
its ranked PvP (Player versus Player) 
modes on the free tier, requiring you to 
own at least a certain number characters 
to enter (in addition to reaching a specific 
user level). Unless you’re willing to put in 
the time to earn the gold needed or have 
a credit card handy, you’re stuck with just 
fighting against the Al with solo practice 
or cooperative multiplayer, which can 
get a bit repetitive. If you are looking 
forward to the competitive PvP modes in 
Hots, just know there is a relatively high 
paywall to get in.

But if you’re looking to 
play Heroes of the Storm 
competitively against 
other players, paying up 
is slightly mandatory.

On the bright side, at least 
you get to try before you 
buy, but that’s not much of 
a consolation.

Such is the case with Jacquie 
McNish and Sean SiLcoff’s Losing the 
Signal: The Untold Story Behind the 
Extraordinary Rise and Spectacular 
Fall of BlackBerry. 

Unfolding very much Like a Field 
of Dreams-meets-Shakespearean 
tragedy, McNish and Silcoff manage 
to breathe Life and urgency into 
the stunning tale of the unlikely 
Canadian duo of Mike Lazaridis and 
Jim Balsillie and their steep climb 
to fame on the heels of one of the 
most revolutionary and disruptive 
products in technology. 

Yes, this story isn’t Steve Jobs and 
Steve Wozniak creating the Apple 
I in the heart of Silicon Valley, but 
it is equally compelling given that 
Balsillie and Lazaridis both hail 
from rural Canada, and that the 


company they started. Research 
in Motion (RIM), had its humble 
beginnings above a bagel store. 
Losing the Signal tells the tale 
from the duo’s early years in high 
school to the formation of RIM. 

We read about Lazaridis as the 
young electronics genius who 
could fix anything and who created 
various inventions as a teenager. 

The book also sheds Light on 
Balsillie, the hard-nosed negotiator 
whose business acumen and 
ballsy boardroom moves helped 
BlackBerry topple early rivals like 
Motorola and Palm while ensuring 
that ‘CrackBerry’ became the go- 
to device for corporate dragons, 
dealmakers, captains of industry, 
and political mavens. 

In many ways. Losing the Signal 
tells the story of the modern 
smartphone and post-PC age. 
BlackBerry devices were one of 
the first to become more than 
tools or appliances; these devices 
transcended into bearers of status 
for the rich and the truly powerful. 
Case in point: US President Obama 
is an avowed BlackBerry user, 
as are most of Wall Street’s sharks 
and traders. 

From the sudden and unexpected 
climb to the top, we’re taken for a 
scary ride that is the freefalL of RIM 
and BlackBerry. Being the top dog, 
the company ignored the winds of 
change and ridiculed Apple’s iPhone 
when it first came out. "It was a toy,’’ 
they said. 

By the time the iPhone and its app 
ecosystem took off, it was already 
too late. BlackBerry was suddenly 
years behind with no innovative 
product to counter the rising tide of 
iPhones and even cheaper generic 
Android devices. 

Aside from providing what seems 
to be an honest depiction of the 
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rise and fall of the BlackBerry 
empire, the book also offers various 
insider nuggets: boardroom drama, 
snarking and sharking executives 
trying to angle for deals, and 
partnerships that helped forge 
the global mobile landscape we all 
enjoy today. 

At its best. Losing the Signal 
gets down and dirty and pulls no 
punches. It’s a great material for 
a full-length film, and the story 
isn’t so mired in myth that it will 
likely make a better movie than any 
umpteenth Steve Jobs biopic. 

As someone who has enjoyed and 
loved BlackBerry products, I was 
fascinated and at times thrilled to 
read how some products came to 
the market. At the same time, the 
book really is a modern cautionary 
tale, applicable to bold visionaries 
and entrepreneurs who think one 
great company or product is a 
surefire and neverending ticket to 
fame and fortune. 

Looking at what BlackBerry has 
become today and seeing how 
much it has lost in terms of cache, 
users really beg a lot of questions, 
but this book will poignantly answer 
those queries.

While box-type car designs have 
fallen out of favor the past few decades, you can't 
simply ignore how iconic and influential they are to 
today's gorgeous automobiles. We've highlighted 
below a few of the most prominent box-type cars of 
yesteryear. After all, not everything is all about curves, 
and sometimes, it's hip to be square. 


Land Rover Defender 1990s 

Looking Like something out of the military, Land Rover’s Defender 
was as boxy as boxy could get. It was built like a tank and could 
take on endless abuse off road but still had an incredibly minimalist 
design. The flat hood, sides, and front and rear ends all worked 
together in making it the sturdiest and most reliable off-road 
warrior while maximizing interior room. 


Throughout the years, the design of the Defender has stayed the 
same. After all, if it ain’t broke, don’t fix it. 


The third-generation Honda Civic from the ‘80s sported 
a sleek and aerodynamic look even with its boxy shape. 
The three-door hatchback had a lower, flatter roof over 
the backseat. This was due to the influence and adoption 
of a shooting-brake design. 

Originating from Europe, this chassis design combined 
traditional features of a station wagon and a coupe, 
getting the best of both worlds and giving the vehicle 
a sports car feel while still offering respectable legroom 
even from the backseat.

BMW M3 Coupe 1986 

As far as box-type cars go, the BMW M3 Coupe set 
the bar way up high. The M3 was a performance racing 
car first and foremost, so all its bells and whistles had 
a purpose and weren’t just there for aesthetics. 

The most striking addition were the spoiler, 
and the flared side skirts and bumpers. These added 
a futuristic feel to the design while lessening drag and 
air resistance. The result: the M3 had a commanding 
presence wherever it appeared, be it on the race track 
or busy city streets. 



Mitsubishi Lancer 1982-83 


Of these sharp edged automobiles, the most 
commonly seen out on the streets is the 
affectionately named box-type Mitsubishi Lancer. 
A fan favorite among vintage car restorers, 
the Lancer had a simple yet sharp and alluring 
silhouette. 


As its moniker would suggest, the Lancer 
literally looked like a box and was practically 
devoid of any sort of curves. The design was all 
corners and edges but make no mistake about 
it: its unmistakable shape and strong protile ' 
contributed to its timeless stature. 
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Toyota Corolla 1983 

Another favorite of vintage car restorers is the 1 983 Toyota CoroUa, 
which has reached cult status. The CoroUa had a simple but gorgeous 
boxy profile. 


The Sprinter Trueno version, which was sold in Japan, was the first to use 
pop-up headlamps for the line. Those robotic-looking eyes, combined with 
the sleek hatchback silhouette, also contributed to making the Trueno one 
of the most recognizable cars in racing. 


Nissan Terrano 

The Terrano was Nissan's answer to the emerging popularity of boxy SUVs in the ‘80s. 
The Terrano was built on a ladder-type frame, basically looking like a large station 
wagon with big 4x4 wheels. It Looked really bulky, given that it had a squared-off nose 
and really flat sides. 


While it was marketed toward the high-end crowd, it Lacked the character and 
personality its competition Like the Jeep Cherokee and Ford Bronco had.

Volvo 240 1975-78 

If there was ever a car that best 
exemplified the term boxy, the 
Volvo 240 would be it. In fact, one 
of its later models was known as 
the turbo brick! 


Volvo’s 240 series, both the sedan 
and wagon versions, boasted of 
a classic elegance. It was angular 
and square-jawed, but still 
strangely attractive. You’d think 
that all the sharp corners would 
be a child hazard, but the Volvo 
wagon was the quintessential 
family vehicle for decades. 
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That is one of the major reasons why 
they have a large commuting public, 
lots of happy tourists, and a booming 
economy— and we pale in comparison. 
In fact, many Filipinos who don't 
commute in Manila happily and 
willingly take public transportation 
when traveling to these places.

ROAD TO SALVATION 



What-ifs and couLd-have-beens are aplenty as far as the traffic and 
transportation situation in the Philippines is concerned. Elected and 
appointed leaders seem to not care at all about urban planning and 
uplifting Filipinos’ quality of life. But instead of throwing our hands 
in the air and giving up on our beloved Manila, we at Speed 
wondered whether a solution is possible. 

An efficient public transit network greatly helps the economy to 
grow, which makes sense. When mass transportation system 
works, commuting becomes a more viable option. You move more 
people at a greater distance and in less time. 

An effective public transport cuts down commuting hours, 
makes it less stressful, and lowers costs. And so, people have more 
time to be productive, and more money to spend, save, and invest. 

Wouldn’t it be nice to spend less than an hour in traffic every 
working day and have more time for your family, yourself, 
and your social life? Isn’t it better to pay for cheaper food, 
clothes, and services once transportation has become faster 
and more affordable? 

Imagine being able to travel from Quezon City to Alabang, 
Muntinlupa, in just a matter of minutes to visit a friend or eat at 
a new restaurant on a weeknight. Or how would you like to go on 
a lunch meeting in Makati and a dinner date in Antipolo, Rizal, 
on the same day without getting stressed out? 


Do you know why buses seem to occupy the 
whole length of EDSA? That’s because about 
35 bus routes pass through it*. 

Most of the buses that travel through EDSA 
merge between Guadalupe in Makati and Kamias 
in Quezon City because this is where the bus 
routes intersect. That distance passes through 
at least five major cities in the metro. 

You’d think this huge amount of buses and bus 
routes exists for a reason. Then again, of the 
approximately 8,400 bus trips that take place 
on a weekday. Dr. Lidasan estimates that we 
only need 6,200 to carry the number of daily 
passengers in Mega Manila— which adds up 
to a million, by the way. On a weekend, the 
number of people who take buses drops by 
20 percent, but the number of bus trips only 
dips by 3.4 percent. 

Clearly, there are more bus trips than we need 
to move commuters around Manila. You can very 
well see this oversupply at almost every bus 
stop (real or imagined) along EDSA, where buses 
stay put for extended periods, causing annoying 
delays and toxic traffic jam. 


When the traffic situation is better, more money flows around, 
more tasks get done, more products get made, and more people 
live happily. Everyone wins. 

One way we can make this dream a reality is to transform Metro 
Manila by running a bus transit system that actually works. 

Speed sought the help of an urban planning expert to give us hope. 


No wonder bus drivers are so fond of scrambling 
for passengers. There are too few commuters to 
divide among the bus trips, and yet, bus drivers 
are given ticket sales quotas by bus operators 
instead of fixed salaries. We have witnessed 
half-empty buses blocking intersections and 
several lanes (if not all) just to get their small 
share of commuters and therefore, ticket sales. 


Dr. Hussein S. Lidasan has serious creds: a professor and 
graduate studies director at the University of the Philippines 
School of Urban and Regional Planning, he has been involved 
with the UP National Center for Transportation Studies and 
has researched on transportation conditions in the country. 
Luckily, he is generous as he is brilliant, sharing with us 
what can be done to save Manila and the people in it.

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The bus transit system isn’t the only 
sore spot in Mega Manila’s dire 
transportation situation. Our public 
transport is inefficient to its core. 
Surprisingly, the Department of 
Transportation and Communication 
(DOTC) agrees, and even adds to it. 

DOTC’s list of public transport issues 
include public transport inefficiency, 
poor enhancement of traffic rules, 
inadequate driver and vehicle safety 
standards and procedures, and 
increasing levels of air pollution*. 

Add these to the deteriorating condition 
of the Mass Railway Transit (MRT) 

Line 3, the only train system plying 
the length of EDSA, and the worsening 
traffic congestion in Mega Manila. 

What do we have left? A tired, miserable, 
and unproductive public who is left 
with no choice but to turn to Facebook, 
Twitter, and Instagram to rant.

Let’s take it one step at a time. One possible solution to this nightmare 
is to simplify and cut the number of bus routes, says Dr. Lidasan. 

The magic number is eight, which needs only 1 ,840 buses. If you wish 
to be minimalist about it, trimming bus routes to 16 is another option. 

But can this be done? Sadly, we’re just as jaded as you are. 

Dr. Lidasan admits that reducing the number of bus routes drastically 
may leave a bad taste. And so, he suggests a reverse color-coding 
scheme (Unified Vehicular Volume Reduction Program) instead of 
canceling the licenses of existing buses. 

What he advises goes against the grain. Flis strategy recommends road 
restrictions during off-peak hours between 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. instead 
of the existing number-coding scheme that bans vehicles on the road 
during rush hour. 

Another solution to this public transport problem is to encourage 
healthy competition among public utility vehicle (PUV) operators, 
says Dr. Lidasan. It gives commuters options and should naturally 
drive operators to provide better service. For this to happen, there 
should be just the right number of PUV operators— not too few 
or too many.

A PRIVILEGE 
OR A RIGHT? 

If you’re a private car owner, keep calm and read on. Dr. Lidasan 
suggests that it might help to determine "if a road pricing scheme, 
similar to Singapore, can be implemented in EDSA.. .The assumption 
is that owning a car is a privilege, not a right.’’ 

Before you blow your horn at us, he points out that this pricing 
scheme should consider car owners’ and road users’ willingness 
and capacity to pay. Of course, it also helps to get some quality 
service and infrastructure in return. 

The likes of Uber and GrabCar are becoming crowd favorites as well 
(ours, too!), and you probably wonder whether these can fix our public 
transport troubles. Personal chauffer services have become very 
popular, but they cater to a very limited group of people and cannot 
be considered mass transit. They are new players and are another 
topic for discussion altogether.

TEAM SUZUKI PILIPINAS' FIRST PODIUM FINISH 

For Team Suzuki Pilipinas, managed by Monch 
Bontogon, the ARRC-Suzuki Asian Challenge is much 
to be excited about. The team jumped in jubilation when 
on the final lap of Race 1, rider #46 April King Mascardo 
braved the slippery track and stayed on course to secure 
Third Place and make it to the podium— a first for 
Mascardo and Team Suzuki Pilipinas. 


Adding difficulty to the circuit’s driving conditions was 
the rain that poured all day, making the track surface 
slippery. The high velocity of the tires also caused the 
water to turn into a fog-like mist that blurred the 
riders’ visibility. 


Many of the riders struggled to control their bikes 
under such weather condition. Most of them got thrown 
out of the track, tumbling and tossing like mere toys. 
Thankfully, there were no casualties and none got 
seriously injured. 


Unscathed, Mascardo clocked in 3’18.694 at the end 
of the final lap. He proudly waved the Philippine flag 
as he stood on the podium in surprise. At the press 
conference, Mascardo exuded a mixture of humility 
and joy as the international press interviewed him. 

Was he nervous? He would be the first to admit it, 
but he confidently answered the questions. He thanked 
his sponsors, fellow riders, coach, mechanic, and Suzuki 
Philippines, particularly Suzuki Philippines Racing Head 
Noel Villapando, for believing in him. 
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Securing a huge feat for the team, Mascardo 
proved that even beginners Like him have 
what it takes to be ‘king’ of high speed racing. 

His win at the famous Suzuka Circuit amid 
extreme challenges unfamiliar to him is now 
included in the annals of motorsports history. 

In Race 1, Team Suzuki Pilipinas riders 
Mascardo, Lorenzo D. Rellosa III (#24), 
and Mario U. Borbon Jr. (#29) exhibited 
strength and focus despite the difficulties. 

Their performance even leveled up as each 
of them advanced in their rankings. 

At the end of the day Team Suzuki Philippines 
returned to the hotel elated, with renewed 
hopes of winning in Race 2. 

RACE 2 

The final day of the race came and Team 
Suzuki Pilipinas headed for the circuit half an 
hour early. It was another hazy morning and 
it continued to drizzle, but nothing can squash 
the hope of our riders. The team was still 
relishing the sweet victory of the first race. 

Come what may, the thought of going back 
home with a significant achievement was 
enough reason to celebrate. 

As expected, the track remained challenging 
for all the riders due to the weather. The other 
race categories scheduled for the morning run 
had to battle the tough condition with extra care. 
Fortunately for the SAC riders, the sky cleared 
by midday just before the start of Race 2. 

Team Suzuki Pilipinas took their designated 
places on the grid with Rellosa III, Mascardo, 
and Borbon Jr. at the 9‘^ 1 and 1 5^^ positions, 
respectively. Having achieved victory in Race 1 
courtesy of Mascardo, it’s not unthinkable for our 
young riders to do the same or better. 

The moment the green flag was waved down 
during the second race, the riders roared in full 
blast, trying to out-maneuver each other in order 
to create a wide gap and leave the rest behind. 

It was pure energy as the combined sound of 
the bikes reverberated throughout the circuit. 

The speed of my camera could hardly follow the 
speeding bikes. 

The first lap was neck on neck between Patis 
Chooprat (#98) of Thailand and Takeru Murase 
(#83) of Japan. Chooprat sustained a minor left 
shoulder injury when he slipped and skidded 
off the track during the first race. It was a 
disappointing day for him as he bowed out of 
the first race. Murase managed to take the lead, 
clocking in at 2’59.130 on the first lap while 
Chooprat was a fraction of a second behind 
at 2’59.769. Indonesian Andreas Gunawan, 

Race 1 winner, followed not too far behind 
the two at 3’00.271 . 
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The Podium 


Mascardo of Team Suzuki Pilipinas gained 
speed after two laps with a decent 3’01 .854 
on the clock putting him at 6^^ then eventually 
4^^ place. Borbon Jr. moved up to 12^^ at 
the third lap while Lorenzo dropped to 1 
Gunawan eventually overtook Chooprat in 
the middle of Lap 3 to secure 2^"^ place. 


Mascardo kept his speed and remained at 4^^ 
up to the end of Lap 3. Unexpectedly, the rest 
of the riders thronged, and Mascardo found 
himself trapped in the middle of the pack unable 
to escape. This slowed him down costing him 
precious seconds. The battle suddenly dropped 
him to 8^^ Place until the end of the race. 


What was shocking was when he ended in 
the 1 position. It was found out later that he 
incurred penalties at the start of the race when 
he jumpstarted his bike ahead of the green 
Light. Meanwhile, Chooprat took second when 
Gunawan miscalculated his move at the last 
turn causing him to skid on the edge of the 
curved track as they were nearing the finish line. 
Gunawan nearly lost control as he was engaging 
a sharp turn, slowing himself considerably. 

A final result yielded Murase as the winner, 
followed by Chooprat, and finally Gunawan 
at third. 


A NEED FOR SPEED

It’s about time that a 
children’s animated movie 
explored this concept: that 
our emotional makeup, 
the state of feeling and its 
management, is actually 
a function of the mind. 


Starring the voice of Amy Poehler as Joy, 
Disney’s Inside Out illustrates the rapidly 
changing feelings of 1 1 -year-old Riley 
(voiced by Kaitlyn Dias), as she struggles to 
keep up with a drastically new lifestyle. 

The adventure unfolds when Riley’s 
dad takes a job in San Francisco and 
her family transfers from Minnesota " 
to the West Coast. This causes her 
anthropomorphized emotions— Joy, 
Sadness, Anger, Disgust, and Fear— to 
go into a tailspin as she adjusts to a 
completely new environment. Coupled 
with her budding adolescent changes, 
dealing with a new emotional roller coaster 
becomes extra fun and extra challenging. 

We all went through that phase, so 
Inside Out is definitely a relatable 
tale. It’s reportedly a hit among 
child psychiatrists, because the 
story provides a humorous and 
inventive vehicle that could help 
kids identify and express their 
own emotions. It also invites 
parents to empathize with their 
children a little bit more easily. 

What sets this movie apart from 
other end-of-childhood Disney 



Pixar films is that it offers a much more 
intimate glimpse into what goes on in an 
adolescent’s mind once he or she begins 
to grow up. Unlike other Pixar movies that 
focus on an external event to signify a 
child’s coming of age. Inside Out allows 
us to look into that transitional period 
where a child has to cope with what goes 
on outside her body and inside her mind at 
the same time. 

In that respect, the story manages to 
balance creativity, warmth, and realism 
in a way that teaches the viewer that all 
emotions serve their own unique purpose.

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What can we expect from this 
version of the Fantastic Four? 

An original vision. It’s a very unique take on

I don’t think this movie is being lifted from 
one set of pages anywhere, but they’ve 
agreed on a tone and have taken these 
characters into that tone. They are the 
comic world’s first family. That idea still 
exists. I think that the best thing about 
Fantastic Four is the idea of family, and 
we stay true to that. But the rest is not 
specifically lifted from anything. 

Let's talk a little bit about your 
character, Ben Grimm, The Thing. 
It seems like it would be a good 
challenge for an actor to play 
someone so physically different. 
And presumably your experience 
of motion capture work on 
Tintin helped? 

I’d met Josh previously and we talked 
a lot about Tintin, about the process, 
which he was really fascinated by. A year 
later, he calls me and says, "How would 
you feel about doing this?’’ Suddenly his 
interest made sense because it’s the same 
process that we would need to use for this 
character. I was intrigued. I mean, if you 
look at the work of the great Andy Serkis, 
you can see how powerful a tool it [motion 
capture] can be in terms of bringing a 
character to life. 

I talked to Josh about the character and his 
simplicity. There’s nothing too complicated 
about any of these people, really, but 
especially my character, Ben Grimm (at 
least in this incarnation], he’s a faithful 
servant to his best friend. He’s someone 
who errs on the side of caution. In some 
ways, he is a parental figure for Reed 
Richards, who is not understood by his own 
parents. He has a gift of higher intelligence 
that can’t be controlled, a thirst for science 
exploration that doesn’t really belong in a 
suburban Long Island residency. 

And I think Ben knows this. Ben is his 
protector, and I think he understands that 
his role is to take care of him. Ben doesn’t 
come from much of a loving home. He’s 
likely encountered bullying in his life and 
he kind of carries himself with a bit of a 
hard exterior, which is ironic. 

Is it like the Hulk, in that you can 
'see' Mark Ruffalo in it? Will we be 
able to see Jamie Bell? 

With this character, because he is not 
flexible (he’s literally made of rock], to 
some degree his facial articulation is 
complicated, painful almost. His face 
doesn’t move; he’s kind of paralyzed. 

So, I think Josh is going to use certain 
moments where he drops a bit of light 
down and suddenly you’re going to see 
these eyes looking like there’s a human 
being in there. I think it’s more effective. 

I think with Mark [Ruffalo], there isn’t any 
restriction; you can see a real face. 
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Since then, he has been in several 
worldwide blockbusters, including 
Peter Jackson’s King Kong, Steven 
Spielberg’s Tintin, and Doug Liman’s 
Jumper. He has also worked 
with acclaimed directors Clint 
Eastwood [Flags of Our Fathers], 
Edward Mck iDefiance], and Lars 
Von Trier [Nymphomaniac], 
among others.

Looking back over the shoot, 
what would you say was the 
biggest challenge? 

Without question: trying to imagine what 
it would be like to have such a monstrous 
thing happen to you at such a critical 
moment in your life. I mean, these are 
teenagers— 18, 19— on the cusp of figuring 
out what they want to do with their lives. 
And that is not possible anymore, especially 
for my character. Dreams are just gone. 

And physically, how do you bring that to 
life? The way this person would move, 
how comfortable he is with his body, 
how comfortable he is with looking at 
people, making eye contact. There is so 
much shame and so much. ..you know, 
he probably makes himself sick, the idea 
of himself. Trying to get all of that into a 
character and then wear these stilts to kind 
of try and simulate the height of him— and I 
would kind of move my face around and try 
to restrict myself— so stuff would be harder 
to articulate. Trying to get under the nails 
of that was tricky and kind of tiring. 

Did you reference any other films 
or characters? 


My influences for the movie were all sorts 
of things from The Elephant Man to Edward 
Scissorhands to, you know, just movies 
of people where something happens to 
them but there’s still so much soul in the 
person from the actor. That was really what 
I drew from. 

What can people expect from 
Fantastic Four? 

What I think is, if a friend of yours sees the 
movie and you ask, "How was the Fantastic 
FourT' I think the answer will be, "You just 
have to see it.’’ 

Because it’s not doing what a lot of comic 
book movies are doing. It’s not X-Men, 
though I admire what they’ve done with 
that franchise. It’s not Captain America and 
all that stuff. Those films have a certain 
formula and you can’t get away from it, and 
they work. But Fantastic Four isn’t playing 
by those rules, so I’m really excited to be 
part of something that isn’t doing that. 

I do know that when people come out of 
the movie, because of Josh’s dedication to 
it, they’ll go, "I haven’t seen anything like 
that.” It’s a real experience. 


What did you 
and Josh discuss 
in terms of the 
character and what 
you're trying to 
achieve— what did he 
want and what did 
you want? 

The one thing he always 
wanted was that Ben 
was someone who was 
affected. He carries 
himself in a certain way, in 
a way which was defensive, 
a little aggressive. He’s 
been affected by people. 
He’s been affected by his 
family. He doesn’t come 
from a loving place, and he 
carries himself as such. 

He doesn’t connect with 
people, and he doesn’t 
want to connect with 
people. And the shame is 
that when he becomes The 
Thing, he cannot connect 
with people, so he’s 
always running this edge 
of not engaging, not really 
looking. 

So, it all stems from 
his childhood? 

Yeah. I went through a tiny 
bit of that stuff in school, 
where I was just different 
from the other kids. 

I remember just having to 
kind of hide myself a little 
bit, just so that I wouldn’t 
attract attention. I’d say 
Ben knows what that’s 
like: people say things to 
you and it affects you. You 
learn to protect yourself. 

I think it’s that kind of thing. 
Josh talks very cerebrally 
when he talks about 
characters. He doesn’t 
talk in broad strokes. He’s 
very particular.

HURDLES AND MISHAPS 

Often times, this trip had proven 
dangerous. We had witnessed 
accidents along the way during 
the past six runs. We had seen 
the remains of a deadly collision 
between a bus and a van that 
killed at least five people after 
they donated to Leyte; a lot 
of buses/trucks that went off 
the road; motorcycles that 
crashed onto each other; and a 
Mitsubishi Adventure that lost 
control and fell into a ravine in 
front of our eyes. (Luckily, no one 
was killed and we were the first 
to help the passengers out of 
their vehicle.) 

On our 7^*^ run, the MP Turbo 
team faced these dangers from 
inside a Thunder pickup and 
a View Traveller from Foton. 

The original goal was to bring 
150 chairs, school supplies, 
copies of Speed, and the 
customary toys to Tanauan, 
Leyte. We decided to load our 
cargo on a small trailer for the 
Thunder to pull. 

We knew that the voyage will 
be tricky and longer than usual. 
However, we had an unfortunate 
incident early on when our 
trailer turned turtle carrying the 
chairs. Upon careful inspection, 
we found that the trailing arm 
bolt broke, which caused the 
axle to come loose and toppled 
the trailer. 

The Foton Thunder and View 
Traveller, which were already 
loaded, could only carry 60 
chairs. Leaving the rest at our 
house, we decided to postpone 
our trip for a day. With a lot of 
prayers and no fanfare, our small 
group of seven people then 
started the 24-hour drive to 
Tanauan after dinner. 

THUNDERING TO LEYTE 

The Thunder was proving to 
be a very capable pickup. We 
never complained along the way. 
The ride was good, especially 
since the truck was fully loaded. 
Handling around curves was 
also impressive because it 
was neutral. 


However, the pickup already 
had more than 40,000km in its 
odometer and the clutch was 
getting hard to regulate with the 
left foot. We knew this might be 
a problem in the return trip but 
luckily, the clutch held well even 
if we had heavy tents loaded 
coming home. 

The impressive thing about this 
Foton was the Cummins 2.8L 
turbocharged engine. The engine 
never lost power and never 
sounded rough during the whole 
trip. But the best part of it was 
fuel efficiency. We consumed 
more than 15kpL— combined use 
on mountainous roads and with 
heavy load— which was 
very commendable. 

A BETTER VIEW 

The big View Traveller van was 
a godsend because of its huge 
interior space and seating 
capacity of 18. The van behaved 
very well for a big vehicle and 
was easy enough to drive even 
up inclines on mountainous 
roads. The van's construction 
was solid and didn't give us any 
problems all the way. 

The View Traveller also had the 
Cummins engine and got rave 
reviews again for its power 
and efficiency. With 380Nm of 
torque, the Cummins can easily 
move the Thunder and View 
Traveller even with the heavy 
load. Usually, long trips expose 
the defects of vehicles, but 
the MP Turbo team is happy to 
report that the Cummins engine 
passed with high scores. There 
were only the minor issues with 
build quality, but major concerns 
such as brakes, suspension, and 
driving dynamics were all good 
and deserving of praise. 

With the help of a lot of people 
who made this run possible, 
the children of Tanuan and 
their parents were made very 
happy. We endured the rains 
that threatened to close the 
ports, survived the trip back 
unscathed, and didn't get 
into any accident after the 
trailer problem. o 
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NEED FOR SPEED 

"I can change a flat tire. I've done it a 
couple of times. I think every girl should 
be [able to change a flat tire]," said 
Rhian— beautiful, sexy, and smart Rhian.

On the track, for the 
first few laps. I'm super-duper chill, and 
then you'll only see me pushing not even 
in practice, but at the race na talaga. 

On the road. I'm not really aggressive, 
especially on EDSA. I [already] got my 
fill [on the track]. EDSA and C5 are fun 
because there's so much happening. 

It's exciting. Sa C5, there are people 
who run across the street right under 
the footbridge. That kind of stuff doesn't 
happen on EDSA, so 05 scares me just a 
little bit more. 

You see a lot of those on our city roads. 
Do you ever get road rage when that 
happens? 

No, no. When people pull bastos moves, 
which there are a lot of, I don't really get 
mad. I'm not the type who chases people 
down or holds the horn forever when I'm 
mad. I just stay away from them because 
I would just rather be safe.

Have you ever charmed your way out of 
a traffic violation? 

One time I was coming home from a taping. I left the 
day before and I ended taping until the sun was coming 
up. My coding day was beginning and I just needed to 
get home. Then, I got caught and I was so sorry. He was 
like, "Ah celebrity ka 'no?" because I had my full makeup 
on from taping. I had these thick eyebrows, eyelashes, 
contour, and lipstick. 

I was like, "Yeah, I'm just on my home. I swear." Then he 
[said], "Alam mo kung ilan na ang VIP ang nahuli ko?" 

I wasn't even trying to charm my way out. I was really 
apologetic because I didn't mean to break any laws, 
but that guy did not cut me loose for sure. 

What do you think we should do to improve Manila's 
traffic situation? 

My friend James had a really awesome idea about the 
bus lanes on the left side instead. Then they drop people 
off at the stations of the LRT Because the way it is right 
now, we have two bus lanes, and then they go into all of 
the other [lanes], and then go back to the right when they 
drop people off. 

Also, it would be a lot less dangerous— this is all my 
friend James' [idea], but I completely support him— 
if you weren't telling the drivers that this is their quota. 
They wouldn't be slamming on the brakes whenever they 
see a couple of people at the side of the roads. 

How do you prepare for a race? 

I practice beforehand because when there's no race, 

I don't go to the track. When there's a race, I have to 
familiarize again with the car because I forget what 
it's like. 

How long do you practice? 

Depends on how serious or how many people are going 
to the race also. I get nervous when people watch. I have 
this stage fright when I know there are a lot of people. I 
get really, really nervous and I over prepare. Then I always 
do something awful [during the race]. 

When no one's around I perform really well. I don't even 
over prepare. I just do one practice and I'm okay na. 

I think how well I do is directly related to how many 
people there are. [The more people are watching], 
the worse I would do. 

What's your favorite or most memorable race so far? 

Probably, the first time that I got a trophy. I was so 
nervous and again I felt a little underprepared. I only 
practiced the day before. Then suddenly it rained, and 
I felt super confident. When it rains, I don't even worry 
about how slippery it is and how unexpected things 
happen because I'm comfortable and I enjoy it. 

That's sounds more dangerous, racing on a wet track. 
Have you gotten into a car accident before? 

Only on track. The worst one was the first because 
I really totaled the car. I don't know if it's back to life 
yet. This is a year and a half or maybe two years ago. 

It just had to happen talaga the day before the race, 
so it really messed with my head. I was driving so slow 
after because the trauma lasted so long. 

I got so scared [during the crash], and it felt like it was so 
quiet and slo-mo, like those scenes in the movies when 
people get into big accidents, flying through bridges 
and stuff. When you know there's no way you can brake 
hard enough to not hit the wall, all of sudden it is in slow 
motion. I saw in my head a photo of myself in a hospital, 
and I was so scared because it was my first time. 


What were the injuries you got from that one? 

I got one bruise on my leg. [Thank you] so much, 
safety gear. 

I was worrying pala for nothing. But that whole image in 
my head scared me for a while. Then I flipped it around 
and thought about in a different way: hey, I completely 
totaled that car and I got a bruise, which means I can 
probably do worse and not get hurt. I should drive faster. 

I should take more chances. 

Wow, you've become so bold in taking risks now. Do 
you have tips for those who want to get into racing but 
aren't confident about their skills? 

There are a lot of things that you will never ever 
understand until you do it. [It] doesn't matter how 
well the person is explaining the situation. You'll never 
understand what they're talking about until it happens. 

I would suggest to not worry so much beforehand. Just 
do it and enjoy. I believe a lot in learning from experience, 
so just try it. If there's anything in the world that you want 
to do, there's only one way to know if you like it or not.

I like it a lot. People have been calling me a geek online 
so often these days, so I'm kind of owning it now."

L ike a rider traiiing through 
strange terrains, Ropaii 
Motorcycies' Ariane Aiingog 
braved iiving overseas to 
pursue her education. But 
never forgetting her roots, she 
eventuaiiy came back upon finishing 
her studies to heip with the famiiy's 
expanding motorcycie business, where 
she now serves as the Purchasing and 
Treasury Department Group Head. 


Whether suited up in a corporate blazer 
or sporting a leather biker jacket, Ariane 
remains a free spirit. She unsettled the 
silent room with her perky character and 
wit, constantly cracking jokes throughout 
the interview— a lot of times ending in 
guffaws and off-the-record quotes. 

Soon enough, we found ourselves talking 
about her love for family, cooking, and 
pottery, her memories of student life in 
Australia, and most of all, how she fell in 
love with the badass motorcycle industry. 







ARIANEARABELALINGOG 


We're sure you had an unforgettable experience 
back there. How do you think your experience in 
Australia helped you once you came back here in 
the Philippines? 

When I moved to Australia, it brought a massive culture 
shock to me because everything was really different. 
Transitioning back to the Philippines was another culture 
shock because my mindset became westernized [already]. 
[But] dealing with people [from different cultures] would 
be the best [thing] that I learned from living in Australia. 
[This is useful to me,] especially [when dealing] with our 
suppliers [in Ropali Motorcycles]— they are mostly Chinese 
and Japanese— and [managing] Filipino [employees]. 

Did you have any other jobs outside Ropali? 

I came back immediately after my masters because my 
dad wanted me to help out with the business. They needed 
more hands to help out. Coming back here, Hindi na ako 
naghanap ng ibang jobs. Also, my father only gave me 
a month to look for a job, and that is not possible here in 
the Philippines. 

Quite true. So, after you came back here, 
what positions did you handle under Ropali? 

First was [as a] management trainee for the Treasury 
Department of Ropali Motorcycles. I’ve always been with 
the motorcycles group kasi I’m a marketing person. After 
that, I became involved in the purchasing group, and then 
now. I’m the Purchasing and Treasury Group Flead. 

But why Ropali Motorcycles over the other businesses 
under Ropali Corporation? 

I’m a marketing person. I can’t grasp the idea of working 
in the bank kasi masyadong technical. Kami dito, magulo 
lang. So, my brain is into the retail and marketing more 
than the structured banking system. I learned to love the 
operations of the motorcycle [group]. If I were asked to 
swap with the other companies, parang ayoko eh. Mas 
masaya sa’min. Super fun sa motorcycle [group]. 

Can you walk us through what your typical day is like? 

Most of the time, it’s a mix of paper works and meetings— 
a lot of meetings. [On] Mondays, it’s pretty much setting 
the goals, the wave of work of all company executives with 
our president. Tuesdays onwards. I’m focused more on 
the motorcycle group. Then the rest [of the week] would 
be [composed of] different meetings with the suppliers, 
with other departments who need light from the darkness 
{laughs] and who need help sa programs nila, and 
approvals. I also approve purchases and expenses. 


The Ropali Corporation has been around for 
40 years now. How was it growing up in the 
motorcycle industry? 

Business-wise, the company started in 1 975. Actually, 

I grew up seeing it sell agricultural machineries more 
than motorcycles. The motorcycle [business] started in the 
late ‘90s, so I saw the transition from selling agricultural 
[machineries] to motorcycles. But what it was like growing 
up in the family business: we were just more exposed. 

We saw how the company grew. 


Prior to taking your post at Ropali, you studied in 
Australia, took up Marketing in Macquarie University, 
and further pursued Masters in International 
Hospitality and Management from the University of 
Western Sydney. Were all these in preparation for 
managing the family business? 

Pretty much. We already had an idea that we would be 
taking over the company in the future kasi ang dami naman 
eh. There’s so much that my father has built when we were 
growing up. I already have that mindset that I would be 
working with my dad, for my dad, or taking over after my 
dad retires. 


How was your life as a student in Australia? 

[As an] undergrad, I was a bad student at the beginning 
kasi first time kong makawala sa puder ng mga magulang 
ko. I partied a lot [laughs]. 


But you know, through time, you mature. Eventually I had 
to study harder to be able to graduate. My study habits for 
my masters were so much better [that] I almost graduated 
with honors. 


The riders [transitioned] 
from having a motorcycle 
because they need it as a

their motorcycles]. 
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That's certainly a lot of work. When you're not 
busy with the motorcycle business, what do you 
do to unwind? 

The things I actually love doing [are] easy ones: reading 
a book and baking. I love baking French macarons, 
cookies, and muffins. I [also] love cooking pasta and 
steak. I love being in the kitchen. I [also] used to do 
pottery. I found it very calming. 

You did pottery here in the Philippines? 

Yeah, here in the Philippines. Sabi ko nga, 

when I first came back, I experienced culture shock, 

[so when] I started working, medyo stressful. I had to 
find something that would calm me. 

How long were you into pottery? 

Maybe six to eight months until my potter left for 
Zambales. [My session] was every weekend. 

How do you spend your weekends now? 

Cooking, baking, [and] more on taking care of my 
nephew and niece. My nephew is almost three years old. 
I took care of him since he was a baby, like five days old. 

I was already carrying him [then]. [During] weekends, 
we’re at our house taking care of the kids. 

You seem to be very close with your family. 

Do you see yourself continuing the family business 
in the future? 

Yes, definitely. In terms of what I see for the company 
in the next 1 0 years, I see it growing. I see the industry 
actually growing, sort of diversifying. It’s actually in 
transition ngayon. A lot of the riders have moved up 
from lower CCs to a bit more expensive motorcycles, 
so the whole industry is growing. There are more people 
who are into leisure bikes; there are more people into 
group riding. A lot of them have started long-distance 
riding, so that’s pretty much the market and lifestyle 
catered to by Ropali Classics. 

You mean the industry seems to be evolving. 

The riders [transitioned] from having a motorcycle 
because they need it as a [means of] transportation, 
to moving on [and turning it into] a lifestyle [such 
as] finding a group and modifying [parts of their 
motorcycles]. I think that’s how they are doing now. 

They find a community that likes the same things, 
rides the same models. And I think moving forward, 
they might be doing more things together. 

That's an interesting take. How important do you 
think motorcycles and the industry are to society? 

Basically, for the traditional motorcycle dealership 
[and] those who are using the lower displacement, 

[the motorcycle is] giving them transportation. 

It’s giving them means to move from one place to 
another and get there safely. It’s giving them freedom 
to move [and] the power of ownership. For those who 
can’t afford to have cars, [they] can afford to have 
motorcycles. [In buying motorcycles,] you feel that 
you own something at least, something you worked for. 
It’s different. You strive for it. It motivates you to work 
because you’re paying for something you really love.

Resistance is futile 

ALL tires are designed and 
made to roLL as easiLy 
as possibLe. Tires usuaLLy 
have a pre-caLcuLated 
rolling resistance 
coefficient (C) that we 
can use to determine 
the resistance force (F). 

N is the normal force 
exerted by a surface 
(or ground) to keep an 
object from faLLing. (Bike 
nerds onLy: pLease read up 
on cLassicaL mechanics.)

This series of movements happens so quick 
that in uLtra-sLow motion, it Looks Like there 
is a continuing struggLe between the rider 
and gravity. The rider naturaLLy faLLs down 
when he gives up pedaLing. (This is the same 
principLe keeping the InternationaL Space 
Station afLoat and stabLe in space.) 

However, recent studies reveaL that it is just 
one of the many factors that make modern 
bicycLes stabLe. In fact, the gyroscopic effect 
is not the major reason. 

Staying upright 

Two-wheeLers, especiaLLy bicycLes, are buiLt 
to be StabLe even when no one is riding them. 
They onLy need to be pushed with enough 
forward speed. This shows that stabiLity 
is not totaLLy dependent on the pedaL- 
pushing action of a rider, which is evident 
in motorcycLes. 

What makes the bike stabLe without a rider 
is actuaLLy the trail. The simplified math 
formula for getting the value of the trail is 
shown below. 

T stands for trail. R is for the wheel radius. 

0 is for rake, also known as the fork offset. 
The rake is the curvature formed at the end 
of a bicycle fork. A is for the angle formed 
with the ground by the steering axis. 

A positive trail means that the bicycle is less 
likely to fall, while a negative trail suggests 
that a lot of effort is required to ride it.

Looking at the formula, we can see that a 
larger wheel increases the trail. The trail is 
also greater with a smaller rake. On the other 
hand, reducing the angle of the steering bar 
decreases the trail. 

Making the turn 

Why do riders instinctively lean to the right 
when they make a right turn? 

Leaning compensates for the centripetal force 
that can throw a rider off balance if he doesn’t 
move with the turn. You can easily observe 
this movement during motorcycle races 
because of the faster speed and therefore 
greater force. 

The left side of the equation indicates the 
angle of the lean (0) a rider has to make. 

The right side deals with the velocity of the 
bike when making the turn (v); how wide or 
tight the turn is (R); and the acceleration 
to gravity (g) that causes everything atop 
a bicycle to fall over. Both sides must create 
a balance so that the rider does not fall. 

For instance, in order to pull off a 45-degree 
leaning stunt to the right while traveling 
at 7.2kph, the radius of the turn must be 
approximately 2.5 meters. Going too slow or 
too fast would make the bike unstable and 
might throw you off the curve (look up tangent 
lines). Meanwhile, turning too wide or too tight 
will make the bike more difficult to control.

The coefficient is determined using 
several factors: tire construction, tire 
pressure, tire diameter, tire tread, 
and other minute elements. 

On a flat surface, tires inflated with higher 
pressure roll better than those with lower 
pressure. This is because tires with high 
inflation pressure do not deform or flatten 
easily against the road. 

However, this advantage is negated when 
riding off-road tracks. Tires with high 
inflation pressure bounce like a ball 
against the uneven terrain of rocks and 
gravel. This is because the tires are not 
so flexible to slightly flatten and hug 
the terrain. 

Given the same pressure, tires with 
a bigger diameter have less rolling 
resistance than tires with a smaller 
diameter, while tires with wider treads 
tend to roll better than narrower ones. 

Why? We all agree that it is much easier 
to roll a "round” wheel than an “oblong” 
wheel, right? Given the same load, 
a flattened wider tire looks more round 
than a narrower tire. 

If this is the case, why do racers prefer 
to use very narrow tires? This is because 
at high speeds, narrow objects encounter 
less air resistance than wide objects— 
but air resistance is another story to resist 
for now.

NAVIGATE YOUR WAY AROUND 

Android Auto and 
Apple CarPlay

Which in-car software shouid 
you get? Beiieve it or not, 
it has aiready been chosen 
for you. Just look at the 
smartphone you're using. 


If you’re toting an Android device, you 
should naturally have Android Auto 
installed instead of Apple CarPlay. The 
two, after all, are platforms that project 
your smartphone’s functions to your car’s 
in-dash multimedia receiver to keep your 
eyes on the road and your hands on the 
steering wheel while keeping you connected and productive. That means, like every other 
pairing in the world, it is just matter of compatibility. 


Now that picking your platform is out of the way, read through to know what you can expect 
from this promising new world of automotive Uls, and how you can make use of two of the 
most popular standards on the market today. 


INSTALLATION 

|ft| To get Android Auto on your in-dash receiver, connect your Android device to it. You will 
W then be prompted to install Android Auto for free. Do so and make the world a little 
smarter. Once installed. Android Auto will run automatically whenever you plug in your 
phone again. 


Make sure that your CarPlay-compatible in-dash unit has the newest firmware version. 
Plug in your iPhone (5 or higher) and unlock your phone when prompted. CarPlay will 
then start automagically. On your next pairings, you’ll just need to tap on the Apple CarPlay 
icon once you reconnect your iPhone to the receiver. 
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USER INTERFACE 

ift ^PP^ quick shortcuts at the bottom of the screen. As an Android user, you won’t ^ 
™ have a problem going through the Android Auto Ul since it looks pretty much the same 
as the mobile version of the OS. 


Google Now talks to you by flashing cards on the screen for you to quickly view and peruse. 
It gets pretty creepy, albeit useful, at times, like when it displays destination or online story 
suggestions based on your previous searches, or your flight details based on an e-ticket 
under your name and attached to an email you’ve received. Google Now is powerful, 
useful, and amazing, but it also knows no discretion; you have no control over what is being 
displayed, and so your passengers can have a field day learning about things they’re not 
supposed to. 


Believe that the world is flat and see it on your screen. Like iOS, Apple CarPlay shows 
all large icons on one scrollable homescreen. It makes for easy tapping, but if you’ve 
been stacking on apps, eventually it will get taxing to keep scrolling before you get to your 
desired app. 


Keep your business private. CarPlay is discreet when it comes to communicating with you. 

To inform you of missed calls or messages, for instance, CarPlay keeps it simple by showing 
an obscure red icon on the screen. However, it may also flash a pop-up notification on top 
showing from whom the message is. But at least, all your text transcripts are hidden 
from view.

NAVIGATION 

ifil Google Maps, set your starting 

W point and destination, choose your 
means of transportation, and let the app 
talk you through the way, guiding you on 
every turn. 

As the built-in navigational tool in Android 
Auto, Google Maps is your only option 
because the platform doesn’t let you install 
and use third-party apps as alternatives. 

If you don’t want to see the map during 
navigation, you can stay on the homescreen 
and be guided by a Google Now card through 
your journey. Google Maps does work well in 
this regard, but many of us have gotten used 
to other apps as well, particularly Waze. 

Ask Apple Maps for directions. Granted, 

you may not have enough confidence in 
the software to do that, but you really have 
no choice. Like Android Auto, Apple CarPlay 
doesn’t allow for third-party navigational 
apps, which is very unfortunate in this case. 
Just trust in Apple to continue developing 
the software and perhaps make it a viable 
navigational option. Apple Maps also doesn’t 
offer offline navigation, a feature that is 
absent in Google Maps as well. 

COMMUNICATION 

ifil social butterfly in you flourish 

W as Android Auto lets you use not just 
the native SMS app and Google Hangouts, 
but also third-party programs such as 
WhatsApp and Skype. Text-to-speech 
ensures you don’t have to fix your eyes on 
the display to read your messages; it is 
prompted as soon as you tap on your new 
message notification. Replying via voice 
command frees your hands as well. 



Stick to your iOS ways with iMessage 
and SMS. You should be happy and 
satisfied with that because you can’t install 
and use third-party communication apps 
on Apple CarPlay. Text messages are 
read aloud with a tap of a button, while Siri 
got you covered by taking dictation from you 
to reply to your text messages. 

MEDIA 

ifil streaming fix on 

■ Android Auto with Google Play Music. 
You get the service for free for 90 days. If you 
don’t subscribe, Google Play Music serves 
as your audio player. If Google Play Music 
isn’t your cup of tea, you have the option to 
use third-party apps such as Spotify and 
iHeart Radio. 

Bask in the glory of iTunes Music and 
Podcasts on Apple CarPlay. If you’re 
a hardcore Apple user, you probably don’t 
use other music apps anymore, but like on 
Android Auto, you can switch to third-party 
programs, including the aforementioned 
Spotify and iHeart Radio. 

VIRTUAL ASSISTANT 

|fi| Let Google Now take care of you and 
W give you doses of information you need 
(and don’t) along the way. You can interact 
with it via voice command, and it would 
gladly schedule reminders, initiate calls, 
answer questions, and provide turn-by-turn 
navigation per your request. 

Just talk and drive because Siri does 
what Siri does well even on Apple 
CarPlay and keeps the wit and humor 
you love. In fact, Siri pretty much controls 
the whole CarPlay for you. That means, 
aside from the usual tasks of dictating text 
messages for sending and penciling in 
calendar appointments, you can continue 
your banter with Siri by asking all the silly 
questions and being amused by the answers 
thrown back at you. 

HARDWARE 

M| Enjoy the perks of Android Auto by 
" getting yourself a device running 
Android Lollipop or higher. Unfortunately, 
having an Android phone may not guarantee 
that Android Auto will work well. Issues with 
certain smartphones and receiver models 
have been reported, so it would do you well 
to test your mobile device and receiver 
together before jumping in. 

Grab an iDevice with a Lightning 
connector and you’re good to go as long 
as you have the newest iOS version installed. 
If you’re toting an iPhone 5 or higher, you 
should be safe. Worries and uncertainties 
have no place in the Apple CarPlay world. 
Just ask Siri.

DRIVE DEFENSIVELY 
IN THE RAIN

For every motorist, driving in the rain is one 
of the most frightening things to do. The moist 
on your windshield and blurry vision due to the 
heavy downpour are just two reasons why 
people get into car accidents.

In the Philippines, the argument of flashing headlights in 
heavy downpour increases due to unfamiliar road safety 
education. With volumes of accidents during the rainy 
season, it is important that we educate ourselves with safety 
precautions. Here are some helpful rules to live by to ensure 
you drive safely in the rain.

RULE 1: WEAR YOUR SC 

Before you start your car, make sure to wear your 
seat belt. Almost 90 percent of Filipino motorists 
don’t use seat belts. In a crash, you’re twice as 
likely to die if you don’t wear one. 

RL^E 2 . 

Before you hit the road, always check your tire 
pressure, brake fluid, engine oil, engine coolant, 
washers, wipers, and fuel gauge. You also need 
to secure or remove any loose objects, set the 
correct driving position, and adjust your mirrors. 




RULE 3: DONT DRI^ 

This is probably the most common reason for 
road accidents. Don’t drive if you consumed 
alcohol. Any amount of alcohol will affect your 
driving ability. 

RULE 4: KEEP BOTH HAI 
STEERING WHEEL. 

Distraction is one of the common causes of road 
accidents. In the Philippines, mobile texting while 
driving has become the number one distraction 
for many motorists, frequently resulting in death 
or serious injury. Make sure you always keep both 
hands on the steering wheel while driving. 

RULE 5: KEEP A SAFE DISTANCE 

Always keep a 3-second gap rule between you 
and the vehicle in front of you. This will allow you 
to avoid hitting the vehicle in front of you in case 
it or you need to brake suddenly, especially in 
bad weather. 


3UR HEAE:l:3HTS. 

During heavy downpour, it’s so important to turn on your 
headlights even in daylight. This will make it easier for 
you to see what is in front of you; thus, preventing 
any accidents. 

RULE 7: DRIVE SLOWLY. 

You don’t need to drive like you’re a Fast and Furious 
character, especially in the rain. Remember, you are not 
filming a movie, so drive slowly. 

OBSERVANT ON THE RO* 

Be sure to use your signal lights properly when changing 
lanes or overtaking. Always stay alert and watch for road 
signs that indicate danger. Do not steer sharply on tight bends; 
your vehicle may lose balance and rollover. A good driver looks 
ahead to spot any changes on the road surface. 


Always check the weather, traffic, and road conditions. Don’t panic if you miss 
an exit on a highway; just get off at the next one. The life you save could be 
your own. 


V IN FLOODED AREAS. 

Don’t risk driving in flooded areas. Flooding your vehicle can cause the 
engine to stall. You must remember that your car is only good for land and 
not in water. 


m ^ ROP: ANING 

This happens when you are driving on a wet surface. Your car traction is 
reduced significantly, which unables you to control your steering wheel. 

If you’re in that situation, the least you can do is to let go of the gas pedal 
and drive straight out of that pandemonium. 

RULE 12: DON'T USE HAZARD LIGHTS DURING A HEAVY DOWNPOUR. 

When your hazards lights are on, the drivers following you will not know 
if you intend to switch lanes or stop. The reason why it is called a “hazard” 
light is because turning it on means you are in a state of emergency. Flashing 
those headlights might distract motorists, especially in a heavy downpour.

Choose between manual 
and automatic

O Easier to use. No one in this 
world will tell you that manual 
transmission is much easier than automatic 
ones.

MANUAL OR STICK SHIFT

continually coordinates with clutch and gears, 
which is why this is called a “stick shift.” 


Despite the effortless features of automatic 
transmission, some drivers still prefer this 
type of transmission for four reasons: 

O Easier to maintain. Yes that’s true. 

Whether you like it or not, manual cars 
require small maintenance, and repairs are 
not that costly. 

© Higher fuel efficiency. Some won’t 
agree with this as some automatic

transmission cars provide better fuel 
mileage. Overall, I would say that manual 
transmission has an edge over the automatic 
one, simply because of your control on the 
gears. As a result, you’ll end up getting 
a better mileage compared to automatic 
tranny. 

© Better stability and control. We all 

know that automatic transmission 
is like an automated machine— they are 
designed to select the best gear in any 
condition. But sometimes they make their 
own mistakes on the side by switching to 
a higher gear, hence, wasting more engine 
power. Meantime, manual tranny gives 
drivers greater control over the vehicle.

•Log in to your Gmail account and click on Settings [gear icon] in the upper 
right corner. 

•Settings > General tab 

•Look for the setting that says ‘Undo Send' and click on the box to enable it. 
•Set the cancellation period. Choose from 5, 10, 20, and 30 seconds. 

•Scroll to the bottom of the Settings screen and click the Save Changes button.

Share the road movement 

Share the road is a worldwide movement 
to promote a sustainable transport-sharing 
system.

Some locales like Marikina have adopted 
bike lanes throughout the city, but you're still 
faced with the problem of implementation.

The innermost lane of the Elliptical Road 
surrounding the Quezon City Circle is 
reserved for bikes but is full of zigzagging 
cars, especially during rush hour. I find 
that if it's not the weekend, bike lanes are 
practically nonexistent.

Looking at the brighter side, the model for implementation is the University of 
the Philippines. During weekdays, one lane of the so-called academic oval is 
reserved for bikers and joggers while on the weekends, it is completely closed 
to traffic. 

It works because all people concerned follow the rules. The bikers stick to 
their respective lane while motorists stick to theirs. There aren't even traffic 
marshals to make sure everyone does so. They just do. Both parties are able 
to coexist and everybody's happy. 

Two-way street 

Sharing the road, however, is a two-way street. Bikers are almost always 
made out to be the victim, but it isn't always the case. Some accidents can 
be attributed to bikers not following the rules of the road. It could be as grave 
as running a red light or as commonplace as not signaling a turn. 

But bikers aren't immune from abiding by the law. Weaving in and out of 
traffic with no regard for safety, both for your own and other motorists, is 
dangerous and unfair. You can't have your cake and eat somebody else's, too. 

Long and winding road ahead 

The share the road movement has a long and arduous journey ahead of it as 
far as the urban jungle of Manila is concerned. Pedestrian lanes are clogged 
with vendors, bad drivers constantly push you to the edge of the road, and 
suitable bike parking spots are few and far between. 

But amid all this negativity, there is a silver lining. More and more bikes are 
used on a daily basis nowadays, showing people that yes, it can be done and 
it isn't a death sentence. All we need is to open the eyes of the public and 
then maybe, just maybe, we can really share the road for all. 
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We believe in giving everyone our best.
